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announcing that progress has been made in the matter of laying 
the sewerage pipe, and that the building <>f an extension or an- 
nex to the Hospital proper, and the erection of a suitable struc- 
ture to serve the purposes of a dead-house ami department foi 
pathological researches, have also been undertaken. 

The. extension or annex to the Hospital is contemplated 
tit accommodate loo adult female patients and thirty young chil- 
dren of both sexes, allowing hum cubic feet of air to each bed, 
thus realizing and developing the foundation of ft special depart- 
ment for sick children, which had never existed in the Hospital, 
prior to the opening of one small ward fur- boys, as mentioned in 
last year's report. 

There have been numerous works of internal improvement 
at the Hospital, curried on to a successful term ii nit ion daring 
the past year. These will be found severally described in the 
report of the House Committee. 

On the 1st of January. 1883, there were 868 patients remain- 
ing in the bouse. The admissions during the year were 8152, 
being 1731 more than the number received in L882, and tin 
charges 7134. On December 31, L883, there were 620 sick and 
convalescent persons in the Hospital There occurred 1013 
deaths in Bhecoorse of 1883, and the death rate was 11 per cent, 
this being the smallest proportion in the last fifteen years. This 
isdue to the large number of acute diseases treated. < > wing to the 
zealous efforts made by (lie House Surgeon and his assistant, and 
the kindly disposition shown by the Medical Staff, the service 
of outdoor clinics, organized last year with the view of reliev 
ing the Hospital I'roni the presence of many Miiterers, who can 
visit the Institution daily, for the purpose of receiving profee 
sional advice and assistance, has developed to the extenl I hat 
8769 visiting patients were at tended to this year, against 6000 in 
tssi 1 . These figures imply a valuable economy of beds in favor 

of the seriously ill, fur whom tin- Hospital is thus enabled to 
provide.

This increase is not due to the prevalence of any epidemic dhv 
ease. The appeals to thepeople foroontributionstotlie H.wpitai 
have made its benefits better known to the laboring classes- 
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and, with improved facilities fur travel, more patients than 
in former years now come from tin- country parishes The 
table giving the occupation of patients, shows the admission of 
31iM laboring men. A large proportion of them same from 
ili,. railroad and levee camps within the State, and from the 
plantations erf the rivei must. 

The demand* she Hospital have so increased as to 

reqoire more room for the care of the Bick. The daily admissions 
average 22 patients; the daily average of inmates, 649j the 
Dumber remaining December 31, 620. 

There are at present 623 beds :unl cribs in the buildings. 
Thisnumber is 100 more than the cnbic capacity of the wards 
will properly allow. ¥et, in mosl ot the wauls, all the beds are 
aearlj always occupied, and patients sleeping on the Boor. This 
overcrowding is a complaint of longstanding. 

The new extension of the buildings will contain LOO beds 
and SO cribs, allowing 1000 cubic feel to each bed. When the 
buildings are completed, the beds throughonl the house should 
be spaced according to the laws of hospital hygiene, The female 
patients, oov, grouped In some wards withoui distinction of dis- 
ease, should be properly classified in separate apartments, and 
separate wards should be established for the treatment of chil- 
dren. 

The reporl of the Pathologist is herewith presented. The 
importance oi this department, and the aid rendered in the diag- 
nosis of disease, are fully recognized. Many microscopical and 
other specimens of great value are being prepared. For their 
permanent preservation the nem dead bouse will provide a 
Museum of Pathological Anatomy. 

Acknowledgments are due to the donors to the Hospital 
Medical Library, a list of wln.se names is presented. The 
Library new contains 2134 bound volumes and 28fi unbound 
periodicals.

Committees seemed to vie with each other in the 
cause of Louisiana's greatest charity, and the spirit of emulation 
ed in the city impelled several of the parishes t" work 
abreast with the Metropolis; and St. John, St Landry, Terre 
.bonne, St .lames and other parishes poured forth their help, 
commensurate with the ability of their people. 

The works contemplated bj the Board with aid of t!»e 
l-'iiml are in full progress: the sewer pipe has been laid to the 
river, and i he tank and auxiliary engine and pump ar< 
process of construction, and within a period of a fen weeks the 
Hospital will have established the great hygienic improvement.
